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Totland Bay is a modem and prettily situated watering 
place on the north-west coast of the Isle of Wight. It 
possesses a pier at which steamers make frequent calls, 
good anchorage for yachts, excellent bathing, and on the 
cliff above the pier, a well-appointed hotel. It makes a 
good centre for walking trips in the west part of the island. 
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
